LONDON, July 27, 4:30 A. M —All the 


powers seem to have received an identi- 
cal appeal from tho Chinese government 
for mediation, bnt in the absence of 
any deQnito news regarding the safety 
of the ministers in Pekin and tho luck 
of reliable information of the origin of 
the appeal, Lord Salisbury, tho pro 
ruier, does not think it even necessary 
to announce that it has been received 
or attach to it cnongh importance to do 
anything more than formally acknowl- 
edga it, until authentic news from Po- 
kin comes to hands, in tho meantime, 
while there is no cessation of the deluge 
of despatches from China, it is the im- 
pression at Canton, Shanghai aud other 
places in the empire that the viceroys 
are as completely in the dark concern 
ing the knowledge of the true state of 
affairs as are the powers. Tho doings 
of Li Ilncg Chang1 are viewed with in- 
creasing suspicion. 
Tho situation in 


the southern provinces grows worse 
daily. It is reported from Tien Tain 
that Chinese troops are coventrating 
at Get-Lang, a town ton miles north of 
Tien Tsin, where rice and stores are 
being collected 
in huge quantities.

i, July 2G.—Kstes O. Rath- 


bone, formerly director of posts in the 
island of Cuba, who has been practically 
under arrest ever since he was removed 
from oilice, will be formally arrested as 
a result of'Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow'« report implicating him 
in the postal frauds in Havana. 


Postmaster General Smith has given 


out a summary of the report. This sum- 
mary gives substantially what hus been 
heretofore published regarding the pecu- 
lations of C. K. W. Neely as chief of the 
bureau of finance, but it makes out a 
worse case ugainst Director Hathboue 
tht-u his friends hud expected. 
, 


Heretofore no one connected with the I 


postollice department would take the 
responsibility of saying that Air. Itath- 
bone had been guilty of anything more 
than carelessness iu supervising the ad- 
ministration of the department of posts 
anil of extravagance in his personal ex- 
penses, which were charged to the Cuban 
postal revenues. 


Mr. 1'ristow's report alleges not only 


carelessness and extravagance, but fraud 
as well, charging that Itathboiie had 
wnrrants for $1,000 drawn in his favor, 
Hint he had them cashed au,l that ho 
fff^Ied to account for the money. 


The total direct embezzlements nre 


rather smaller than had been supposed 
ut the time that Neely was arrested. Mr. ' 
Bristow foots them up ns amounting to 
$131.718.8!). This total would be con- 
siderably increased if it could be ascer- 
tained exactly how much money has been 
expended in unnecessary expenses or 
charged up an "expenses" and pocketed. 


Postmaster (ienenil Smith said last 


night that it was for the war department 
and the military government in Cuba to 
act in the case of Mr. Hathboue, that the 
postollice department had no authority 
over him or other otlicials in Cuba. 
He 


intimated that if Mr. Hathbone was in 
the Cnlted States be would be arrested. 


official business In the United States out- 
side of the city of Washington, though 
he charged us iillicial cxpeuditurv* his 
expeuscK to Cincinnati and Hamilton. O., 
where he went to attend to private busi- 
ness. 


Another trip was made to the United 


States Iu October and November, 18!>9. 
He 
wu« absent from Cuba about a 


month. His expenses on this trip were 
$820.77, one item of $£tt!.15 being for 
his personal hotel expenses for eight 
days while iu New York awaiting th« 
sailing of the steamer for Havana. 


On June 30. 18UU. Kathbone drew a 


warrant iu his own favor for $500, for 
which no accounting had ever been made. 
Amnher warrant drawn earlier that yeaj 
for !f-5<)0 was cashed in Washington and 
never accounted. 


Other irregularities of Kathbone are 


pointed out, after which the report finds 
that his expenditures were much iu ex- 
cess of bis salary. 


Mr. Bristow in the report concludes, 


with Mr. Hathbone as follows: 


"If his protestations of innocence arc 


true ho convicts himself of the grossest 
carelessness in the administration of the 
affairs of his office or of au utter inca- 
pacity to comprehend its duties and re- 
sponsibilities. That he was careless, lov- 
ed ease und refused to gi\e attention to 
details there is no doubt. lie depended 
largely upon his subordinates, even re- 
quiring his chief clerk to sign his name 
to u large part of his correspondence, 
apparently for no other purpose than to 
save the physical labor necessary to ap- 
pend such signatures himself. But care- 
lesMioss cannot account for the draw- 
ing of fraudulent per diem, umuirranted 
personal expenditures from th'f postal 
revenues, nor for the cashing of warrants 
and a failure to account for the money 
received therein. Whether General Hath- 
bone was guilty with Neely in the em- 
bezzlements endeavored to be covered 
up bj the destruction of surcharged 
stamps is at this time a question more 
of opinion than proof; but there can be 
no doubt that in the matter of the per 
diem, 
personal expenditures, and the 


warrants which were cashed and the 
money unaccounted for he 
unlawfully

Youtsey nnd Powers remaining. 


On the Monday following the witness 


said Powers told him Youtsey was out- 
side and wanted admission to the office 
of the secretary of state. Powers said 
Youtsey acted uo peculiarly that he did 
not want him around and asked witness 
to get him away. 


On the Saturday prior to the assassi- 


nation witness saw three guns in the of- 
fice of the secretary of state. Youtsey 
called the attention of the witness to 
them by removing a plank, under which 
they 
were 
concealed. 
Youtsey 
said, 


"Powers claims to be a brave man, but 
he hid his gun." 


Todd's evidence is considered favorable 


to Powers. 


More Knlnx In India. 


London, July 2t».— The governor of 


Bombay presidency, Lord Northeote of 
JOxeter, reports a general rainfall "suffi- 
cient for agricultural purposes" in Surat 
and southern Gujarat. lie says that two 
and a half inches of rain have fallen 
since Tuesday in Godhra and Panch 
Mahals, un inch in several parts of 
Ahmadabad, over half an inch in parts 
of Kaira and sufficient in the portions 
of Baroda adjoining Surat. 
In the re- 


mainder of Itaroda no rain ha« fallen, 
and an extensive failure of crops is in- 
evitable unless there is immediate relief. 
In Okhamandal the rainfall has been in- 
sutUcieut, and cultivation is at a stand- 
still in almost the entire province of 
Kathiawar. where cattle are dying of 
starvation and scarcity of water. 
There 


have been good rains in Bombay, Khnn- 
deish ami the Deccan, where prospects 
are greatly improved. The death rate 
in Gujarat has decreased nearly half aa 
compared with that of May.

there IB No Caste, and Almost Perfect 


Equality Exist*—Far From the Buiy, 
Buttling World and Free From It* Many 
Disagreeable Feature*. 


Nobody starves to death in our village, 


but gome of our mountain folk who live 
Car away on byroads, in places which are 
often inaccessible in winter, ace very poor, 
111 nourished and ill clothed. However, 
the prevailing tone in t&sber Dill's store 
and in the village generally is a humorous 
one, a tone of irony and of good natured 
sarcasm. Almost everybody cultivates a 
flne seuso of humor—In fdct, to be humor- 
ous; and especially to be good at repartee, 
is the one intellectual ambition of the com- 
munity. Wo do not care much for learn- 
ing of any sort; Onr letters, which we 
put off writing till about six months after 
they are due, do not excel-in grammar or 
penmanship. And it is really-astonish ing, 
even to ourselves, how little we car« for 
•what goes on in 'the ontsido world. We 
read the papers with only a languid inter- 
est, being more concerned about tho trivial 
events in tho next < town, duly chronicled 
in the county paper, than we are ubout 
what is said or done in Washington, in 
London or in Paris. But the sense of hu- 
mor is developed among us in childhood 
and is never lost, even in moments of diffi- 
culty or of danger. 


Last Fourth of July a desperate charac- 


ter who lives on a mountain roud in tho 
outskirts of tho town drove into the vil- 
lage in a little rickety cart, waving over 
behead a woman's broken and battered 
sunshade1, which he had picked up some- 
where. Ho was very drunk, and before 
long the cart was upset. His horse, a half 
broken colt, kicked and plunged and tried 
to run away. 
'JL'ho fellow pluckily clung 


to tlio reins and was drugged about on tho 
ground hither and thither, being finally 
extricated from the ruins of Ms cart. But 
through it all he kept tho sunshade in his 
hand. "1 don't care anything about my- 
self," he said, as he was assisted to his 
ftiet, the blood streaming from his face, 
nor about the hoss,-nor About the cart, hut 
I wus5 determined to save this beaultfa' 
parasol." 


To discuss why this humorous spirit 


ehould bo tho prevailing spirit in an An- 
glotiason community of Puritan duscent 
would bo a dtffioult though pleasant tusk, 
but I must content myself here with tho 
obvious remark that it could not exist ex- 
cept In connection with an ample back- 
ground of leisure. Our village—perhaps 
this cardinal fnot ought to have been stated 
at tho outset—enjoys a blussvd immunity 
from railroads. Tho nearest station is ten 
miles off, and tho malls co:uc by stujje, 
which ^arrives anywhere between 7 a. in. 
nnd midnight—except on some nights In 
Winter, when its docs not arrive at all, he- 
ing prevented by snow storms. Out man- 
ners, though a little brusque, aro good, us 
manners always are in n community which 
has no "social superiors." Every man in 
tho village who is not specially marked 
out by vice or poverty fools himself to be 
the equal, in all cssontlul mutters, of mury 
other man in the world, and this feeling 
goes u long, way toward producing that 
equality which it assumes. There is ab- 
solutely no stealing among us; it would be 
perfectly safe to leave all your valuables 
on tho front piazza at night, and perhaps 
this immunity is one result of equality. 
To steal is a confession of inferiority, in- 
tolerable among equals. (Cheating in a 
horse trade stands, of course, on a different 
footing, and may-bo practiced without en- 
tire loss of self respect.) Mr. Howclls has 
expressed this truth. "I believe," ho says, 
"that if over we havo equality in this 
world, which so many good men hn'se 
hoped for, theft will be unknown." 


The absolute equality which prevails 


among us has its good and bad sides. It 
makes vulgarity and snobbishness impos- 
sible. Wo are coarse, but never vulgar. 
Vulgarity implies a consciousness or sumi- 
consciousncss of Inferiority, and among 
us, as I have said, there is no such con- 
sciousness. On the contrary, there is a 
want of reverence in the village. There, is 
no person or group of persons to seta 
standard of manners or of morals for the 
rest of the community. Nobody looks up 
to anybody else—not oven to the minister. 
Age itself scarcely invites respect, and 
this want of reverence gives a certain hard 
nnd flippant tone to our lives. The physi- 
cian stands as high as anybody in town, 
and yet it was only the other day that I 
henrd him addressed by a little, dirty faced 
hoy, not 13 years old, as "doc." 
"Say, 


doc, 
when does tho next school term bo- 


gin?" was the Inquiry made by this urchin 
in all sincerity, and the "doc" gave him a 
civil answer, taking no offense at his want 
of respect.—Atlantic Monthly.

The Dangers From Escaping Gas. 


So many people suffer from headaches, 


extreme lassitude and disinclination Iu 
make any mental effort, a condition which 
amounts to positive Inertness, that med- 
ical men havo been Investigating tho why 
and wherefore of this state of things in or- 
dor, if possible, to find a reason, and, fol- 
lowing that, a remedy for this annoying 
and discouraging condition. 


Among other fpots brought to light, it 


appears that many headaches and much 
discomfort are traceable largely to the poi 
sonous effects of gas of various sorts. 


Ordinary illuminating gas has, as is 


well known, the properties that produce 
asphyxiation, and even though the vie 
tims may survive the accident of inhaling 
a large amount of gas, the ' headache 
nausea and prostration following such nn 
experience aro distressing in the extreme 
It is often tho case that pcoplo who live ii 
houses lighted by gas suffer serious coupe 
qucnces without being awnre of it. 
They 


do not inhale enough to attract their at 
bcntiou, but the poisonous vupor slowly 
but surely undermines their health nm 
produces headaches, congestion and a long 
train of unsuspected evils. Especially is 
this the case where whpt is known as 
water gas is used. This gas is made by 
heating hard coal to a white heat, then 
passing steam over it. Tho carbon decom- 
poses -the steam, and then, uniting with 
tho oxygen, forms a gas known as. carbonic 
oxide, which is deadly in the extreme. 


Tho immediate cause of death from car- 


bonic oxide is that it destroys tho red 
blood corpuscles in the animal body. 
These red corpuscles convey oxygen to 
every portion of the system. The carbonic 
oxide destroys the oxygen, and in conse- 
quence there is a sort of suffocation of the 
blood, 'which results In death in a very 
short time. 


There aro many instances of death from 


gus poisoning in houses illuminated by 
other means. 
In several cases it took a- 


long time for the authorities to discover 
that the gas escaped through defective 
pipes and made its way through the earth 
into the dwelling and slowly sapped the 
vitality of the unsuspecting occupants.— 
New York Ledger.

struck Captain Nolan, tearing a great hole 
in his left side. His horse, at once missing 
tho guiding hand, turned to form with our 
advancing platoons. 
Captain Nolan still 


held his sword aloft, and he uttered a 
shriek that made us shudder. Then he 
wavered In his seat and fell to the ground 
near our charging column. 
"It was no time to think. I followed 


close to Lord Cardigan, who rode ahead, 
turning often to urge his men forward. 
When we finally reached tho enemy, so 
that wa could return some of the blows, 
the men were lost to any seuso of fear. 
The smoke became so thick that I lost 
sight of Lord Cardigan, but I could hear 
his voice shouting encourngment to his 
men. Running against a Russian artil- 
leryman I struck him with my saber, but 
the stroke WOK short, and ho came at mo 
with a rammer. 
My horso was plunging 


ahead, and before we could fight out onr 
duel I was carried beyond the battery alnd 
among the Cossacks. A cavalryman nwlo 
a lunge at me, but I parried tho thrust. 
The smoke was so thick that objects were 
indistinct. 


"I was trying to find Lord Cardigan, 


so as to be near to recehe his orders. 
For 


a time "this was impossible. Finally 1 
heard his voice shouting to his men to fall 
back, and at the same time I saw the 
white hind leg of the horse he rode. I 
-lifted tho buglo to my lips and tried to 
sound tho retreat, but my horse was 
rlunging madly about and I could scarce- 
ly pluy tho notes. I was slightly wounded 
in each leg and was weak from loss of 
blood, and my horso was suffering more 
than I. Tho blast from my buglo indicat- 
ed to the Russians my position, and as I 
again attempted to sound tho call a shot 
tore away the bell of my instrument. 
At 


tho samo time I received a lanuo thrust «n 
my head. Dazed by tho blow, I lell for 
ward, chrpcd my horso about tho neck, 
and scarcely realized what was passing. 
My horse followed the troopers moving 
away In small squads through tho dense 
smoke, and somewhere near where Cap- 
tain Nolan's body lay the animal fell dead. 
I hobbled back to our place of starting. 
At the roll call, out of 673 men only JOB 
were left alive, and many were wounded 
to badly that they died afterward."—Den- 
ver Cor. New York Sun.

CUSTOMS OF THE MIKADO. 


HI* Majesty'* Method* ot Iteallng With 


Ministers and People. 


The mikado's daily customs are very 


regular. Ho always goes to his study at 9 
a. in. and remains at work there until 4 
p m. He reads and signs all parliamen- 
tary laws and decrees. 


When a cabinet minister addresses his 


majesty about any public matter, he in- 
quires about the subject, the purpose and 
condition, nnd decides it. Ho id firm and 
not changeable. When he decides a mat- 
ter once, he cannot after that be moved. 


At the beginning of Matsnkata's cab- 


inet, parliament dt'Cided to reduce the sal- 
aries of the cabinet ministers and other 
government officers. The prime minister, 
Coxmt Matsukata, addressed his majesty 
about It. His majesty did not consent, 
and he wild: "Many officers cannot live 
upon a fixed salary. Some cabinet minis- 
ters have been obliged 'to borrow money, 
and I have advanced money from my 
treasury to support them. 
If tho present 


cabinet ministers retain their positions by 
borrowing money, all cabinet ministers 
therefore can do so. Therefore I cannot 
consent to the reduction of salaries." 


Count Matsukata retired from his ma- 


jesty. However, the cabinet once more 
debated the question with the count, and 
Matsukata vc.»nt again to consult the em- 
peror. 


His majesty was not inclined to seo him 


again, and sent an attendant to say to 
him: 
"I havo already commanded about 


tho reduction of salaries. I cannot see you 
any more." 


Tho salaries were therefore not reduced. 
His majesty understands the condition 


of the lower classes, and familiarises him- 
self with tho private conduct of the cab- 
inet ministers. When be reads newspaper 
articles relating to the private misconduct 
of any cabinet ministers and attacking 
him, his majesty sometimes smiles. 


His majesty is fond of reading books 


and newspapers. 
Ho is especially fond of 


German books. He likes to compose Jap- 
anese poems, which he can do very read- 
ily. His ability in that respect is much 
admired by his attendants. 


His majesty dislikes all pretense and 


hypocrisy. 


When it has been reported to his majesty 


that somo of his subjects have given their 
lives in timo of flood or earthquake to 
preserve his majesty's picture, he has boon 
much touched, but he is anxious to dis- 
courage his subjects from such Qulxotimn, 
and to preserve them from any but neces- 
sary danger. 


Withal, tho emperor's lifo Is a very 


happy and peaceful one, blessed by the 
lovo and respect of grateful subjects, and 
when his majesty makes a tour anywhere 
in Japan without his guards ho is in no 
danger, but is received everywhere with 
reverence and joy.—Japanese American 
Voice. 


The Souse of Touch. 


The question has been asked, "Which of 


otir senses is most capable of improve- 
ment?" An English scientist says prob- 
ably tho senso of touch. 


Strictly speaking tho sonscn arc capablo 


rather of alteration and specialization than 
of improvement. For instance, those who 
have much to do In the open air become 
immensely long 'sighted, but this is ab- 
normal, and the increased superiority in 
one direction is lost by inferiority in an- 
other. 


But there are many trades which afford 


abundant evidence that tbo senso of touch, 
at any rate in certain directions, cum be 
largely developed. For instance, tho con- 
noisseur of china relies much more on nn 
almost imperceptible difference of feeling 
In1 the texture than on his eyes to discover 
tho genuineness of any piece. 


The blind beggar can vory soon discern 


between' different metals merely by the 
sense of touch, and, in fact, the education 
of the blind affords «• remarkable instance 
of tho development of this sense. In cer- 
tain manufactures the skilled workman 
knows entirely by this sense when a mix- 
ture has reached the proper degree of solid- 
ity or a material is of tho right texture, 
and he receives very high wages by virtue 
of this sense alone. 


On the other hand, tho sense of smell 


and' tho sense of taste are each of them 
blunted and lose their finer perception 
if the same object is frequently presented 
to them. In every case, however, it is not 
the general senso of touch that is im- 
proved, but a special excellence of the 
sense.—New York Ledger.

Some people have names which they ro- 


oelvud In the ordinary way, and some have 
names thrust upon them, and many wait- 
ers who are employed Jn different parts of 
tho city havo several names, none of which 
was given to them by the- persons who 
are usually vested with authority on that 
point. Ludicrous situations and compli- 
cations ha\e resulted from this cause. 


There are a number of down town res- 


taurants where the waiters aro supposed to 
be French. 
They do speak that language 


after a fashion and understand what is 
said to them when addressed in French, 
although they are for tho most part Alsa- 
tians and Swiss and speak a patois which 
is -known in some parts of Europe as 
"Platt-Deutsch Franzoslsch." Many of 
the patrons of these places think it the 
propw thing to address the waiters - as 
"garcon" and to ventilate their bad French 
when they give their orders, and the wait 
er, with an eye to business, ne\cr smiles, 
but frequently guesses at what ta ni<*.ut. 
Ho feels safe in bringing what lie thinks 
is wanted, because ho knows that the 
guost is not sufficiently versed in tho lan- 
guage to argue the point, and that ho 
would not reveal his ignorance by resort- 
ing to English. These waiters are usually 
called Qnston, Jules, or by some equally 
un-American name, and the names be- 
comes them to such an extent that they 
answer to them without effort and as a 
matter of course. 


Long before tho wholesale houses and 


offices close their doors for business thu 
day's work Is over In these restaurants. 
The waiters go to their homes for u little 
rest, and toward evening the samo men 
may be seen In up town beerhouses, clubs 
and weln stubcn, where they meet another 
class of people. 
There the waiter serves 


boor and all sorts of German delicacies, 
from Frankfurter and sauerkraut tokaltcr 
aufschnitt, and a French nnmo would not 
be in harmony with the surroundings. 
There arc Pauls and Herrmanns and 
Fritzcs in these places who would be snr- 
prlsed to bo addressed by any other name, 
although a few hours before they were 
Pierre, Henri or Francois. For years these 
men have a morning and an evening 
name. Ono waiter said recently that he 
hud been called Felix in his down town 
place for years, and that no ono thinks of 
calling him anything but Herrmann in tho 
kneipowhereheservcs beeratnight. "But 
the funny part of it is," ho said, "my 
name is Julius. I nm Felix among tho 
French people and Herrmann in tho Ger- 
man waiters' society, and I ha\e hard 
work keeping my right name in my fam- 
ily."—-New York Tribune. 


PARIS' OMNIBUSES. 


A Syutem That Gives Every Passenger a 


Comfortable beat. 


On nil tho streets of Paris ono of the 


features most noticeable to a foivlgnor 
perhaps Is tho little omnibus stations so 
characteristic of Paris. 
The Parisian 


omnibus pystem, by the way, Is on exccl- 
lc-nt ono when you understand Ir. 
Hut 


you usuallj^have to be put off a bus two 
or three timesi before yon appreciate itp 
merits. 
In time you discover that the 


vehicles stop regularly at llttlo stations, 
where those who understand fcho system 
obtain bits of pasteboard bearing numbers 
in tho precise order of the application for 
them, entitling thorn in tho same order to 
tho vacant seats in the buses <w they ar- 
rive. These little stations being not far 
apart, it Is a mutter of no difficulty to ob- 
tain those numbers, and when that is done 
tho system secures, as you see, a perfect 
implication of tho rule "first come, first 
served." 
For when tho bus Stops, juct 


oppositothc little station, an official comes 
out, and standing behind it he calls off 
the inn n bora in their order, and tho would 
be passengers, as their numbers aro called, 
tako tho vacant places. 
When all tho va- 


cancies are filled, the bus drives on, and 
those whoso numbers come next In order 
have, of course, the first chanco at tho va- 
cancies on the filling bus. 


And now lot mo mention another fea- 


ture of this omnibus system which I think 
is worthy of our notice. Each omnibus 
und each street car In Paris—tor the street 
car system is practically the same—la built 
to seat—not to curry, mind you, but to 
seat—a certain number of persons. That 
number is indicated upon the exterior of 
tho vehicle, and when it is complete no 
more are permitted to enter under any cir- 
cumstances. Our glorious American sys- 
tem, therefore, of riding on a strap or of 
getting ono foot on the back platform ai 
the street car and clinging to tho unfor- 
tunate individual who has preceded us 
and has both feet on is wholly unknown in 
Paris.—Chautuuquan. 


- THE COCOANUT 


Something About Tfcl* WonderrvMTrci of 


a Hundred Vn>». 


The conoauut palm is Indigeiiims to jthe 


tropical countries. Its brauohleM trunk 
grows to n height of -froitt '00 to 00 feet, 
and bears at its summit a crown of .pin- 
nate leaves that are from 13 to Id feet in 
length. 
It is essentially 'littoral, and 


"loves-to bend over the rolling1 surif and to 
drop its fruit into the tidal wave." 
; 


The thick husk and the hard '«hell of 


the cocoanut are well' tfdapt«d"l6 preserve 
Ita germinating power while-'it tei being 
carried by the winds and thtf waves to 
some distant shore. Hencu'<the,cocoanut 
palm "waves its graceful frondsiover the 
emerald islands of the Pacific, fringes tho 
West Indian shores, and from tho Philip- 
pines to Madagascar, crowns the atolls or 
girds tho seaboard of tho Indiato ocean." 


It is a beautiful tree nnd "a joy forever,"' 


because It yields a large variety of 'useful 
products. To the inhabitants of tropical 
countries tho cocoanut is an' important 
article of food. It Is eaten both ripe and 
un^pe, tho young, unripe nut containing 
a milky fluid that is very palatable. When 
fully matured, the nut yields a fixed oil, 
which is used for culinary purposes, in 
lamps and for manufacturing stenriu can- 
dles and marine soap. 
By compression 


In the cold, tho oil is separated into a 
liquid called "oleino" and a more solid 
part called "cocosino." The hard shell-of 
tho nut Is fashioned into cups, ladles, 
spoons, beads, bottles, knife handles, etc., 
and is often beautifully polished and chib-. 
orately carved. 


Tho terminal bud, or "palm cabbage," 


IB an excellent vegetable when cooked. 
Indeed, it is considered n delicacy, but it 
is seldom used because its removal neces- 
sarily causes the death of the'tree. From 
the trunk of this wonderful palm Is ob- 
tained a saccharine sap called "toddy," 
which is esteemed a pleasant, refreshing 
drink. The dried palm leaves serve for 
thatching houses, for making mats and 
baskets, and for cattle fodder. 


Coir is tho most important flbrow8 prod- 


uct of tho tree. It is the fiber .or husk ol 
tho immature nut. 
It is pruparci for lisa 


by being soaked several mouths In water, 
and then beaten until the fibers havo en- 
tirely separated. Coir is a valuable 'ma- 
terial for ropes, brushes, carpets,' iiiuts, 
beds, cushions and nets. It is excellent 
for cables becauso it combines ohistinity, 
lightness and strength.

After the tree censes to bear fruit It is cut 


down and its wood is used for oniony pur- 
poses. It is a reddish wood, Is beautifully 
veinud, admits of a high polish, und Li im- 
ported for ornamental joinery under the 
name of "porcupine wood.',' It la s«id 
that no other tree and no other plant con 
tribute*! in so many waj» to tho wants 
and tho cumCirti of man jis docs this "tree 
of 100 uses"—tho coconuut palm.—Phila- 
delphia Times.

Crete and Its Natives. 


Tho peculiarly favorable position of the 


island, situated at the junction of three 
continents, as it were, and commanding 
the coasts of all throe, has Invested it from 
the earliest times with an importance such 
as neither Sioily, Sardinia, nor Cyprus, 
although much larger in area, ever at- 
tained. While forming in prehistoric times 
a stepping storm for Egyptian and Asiatic 
civilization in its progress toward the 
shores of Greece, Crete remained through- 
out antiquity singularly free from any 
close political connection with Egypt, Asia 
or Greece. This insularity Is to this day 
one of the marked characteristics of the 
Cretan people, and without accepting tho 
view that they are the purest descendants 
extant of the Hellenes of the eighth cen- 
tury B. C., we must regard them never- 
theless a» ono of the most interesting 
branches of the Greek race.

so pronounced as in Crete, and we are told 
that ifs history throughout antiquity was 
ono continuous chain of civil strife, car- 
ried on with aaavngenessand bitterness of 
animosity exceeding all that was known 
in tho rest of. Greece. ,Thi« political de- 
pravity was attended by «uoh n degeneracy 
of morals AS to render tho> nnme of "Cre- 
tan" a. synonym for nearly every vice,— 
Demetrius Kalopothakcs in Century.

A Boat 4.5OO Years Old, 


A viking craft found in Norway some 


time ago was in use about the year >10Ul)t 
A. D., and ntonoo became famous as'by 
far the oldest specimen of watcrcraft ib 
existence. 
Tho boats In t'lo^Qlzch mu- 


seum, It was decided by tho lejij-npd, Swtxe. 
used at least 4,500 years agor a.nd^yere 
contemporaneous with the .Duslfur pyra- 
mids of tho eleventh Egyptian ^dynastyy 


With this boat and tho two which re- 


main In the Cairo museum were two more, 
which still rest in the sands which stretch 
desolately from the Dushur pyramids, ueaz 
Which they were found. 


Tho five boats wore found buried at a 


considerable depth, not far from the famous 
largest pyramid, and In such orderly form 
and with such mathematical relationship, 
to tho great pile of stone that it was evi- 
dent that they had been buried with de- 
sign at that particular spot. 


The boats were fonnd to be alike In tho 


material of which they were constructed 
and In their general dimensions. The ce- 
dar of antiquity, which entered into so 
much of the construction of things ot 
wood, was used In building these boats. 
While the equipments of the boats had 
generally disappeared with time, their 
shapely outlines still remained. 


The boat that is in Chicago now wns 


jjrobably tetter preserved than any. It Is 
80 feet long, 8 feet of beam nnd 4 fee* of 
hold. A well preserved and peculiarly 
marked and designed piece of rudder of 
wood was found near the bouts.—Harper's 
Round Table.

New Orleans, July 26.—The assassina- 


tion of. Police Captain Day and Officer 
Mora by the negro Robert Charles has 
brought about n condition of unrest here 
which last night culled for the placing on 
duty of many extra police officers nnd 
the calling out of a company of militia to 
did them in preserving order. 
Several 


suspected negroes arrested in the suburbs 
proved not to be Charles, and the police 
have been unable to find any trace of the 
negro. A quiet tip was given out last 
evening for a mass meeting at Lee cir- 
cle, and while there .were no lenders or 
prominent citizens in the crowd it swell- 
ed to several thousand people, who began 
i march to the scene of the crime, attack- 
Ing all the negroes who could be found. 
A number were shot at nnd several are 
reported wounded. Chief Gaster and ev- 
ery available policeman, as well as the 
militin, hastened to the vicinity nnd suc- 
ceeded in preventing a general riot, 
though it could not suppress tho lawless- 
ness.

The National Muaoum Has the Weapon 


With \VhIoh Canby Was Killed. 


Ono of tho most interesting relics which 


has been presented to tho National museum 
for a long time, is tho rifle which Captain 
Jack, the notorious Modoo Indian, used 
in lii.s fight in tho lava beds of southern 
California, and It is thought to bo tho 
identical weapon with which General 
Cuuby was murdered while holding a par- 
ley with the chief under a (lug of truce. 


The rlllo was cached in tho In MI beds 


during tho Modoc war, or just beforo tnu 
capture of Captain Jack. It was brought 
out by Modoc Joo in tho full of 184)0. and 
presented to Charles Pitt, tho Indian In- 
terpreter of Warm Springs, Or. 
JJy him 


it was given to M. C. Davis, special ex- 
aminer of tho pension bureau, and sent by 
him hero from Warm Springs. 


Tho weapon is still in a fair stnto of 


preservation, and is of rather unusual 
form. It has two barrels BO arranged that 
thoy can revolve, one being under tho oth- 
er when ready to fire, one stock with trig- 
ger and hummer doing work for tho two. 
Tho chimp apparatus has been broken, s-o 
thut the barrels rovolvo now and could not 
bo flrcd on this account. Tho ball used 
to fit tho barrel is of about half an ounce. 
Tho barrels are heavily rillod, and tho 
weapon Is evidently capable of doing great 
execution. Tho barrels nro unusually long, 
and tho whole must weigh 10 or 18 pounds. 


In the stock, now minus paint, as If 
ripped often by tho iron fingers of tho 


coffoo colored desperado, is a euvity, ovor 
which is u brass Ud. 
In the box thus 


'ormod were kept tho "patches" and 
jreuso, tho former to mako thu bullets fit 
closely in the barrel and tho gruaso to put 
on thorn, so they could slide easily down 
;ho cavity. 
Tho rillo is a little rusty, but 


lot nearly as much (so as might bo expect- 
ed from its long exposure. 


Engraved on one side of tho barrel is

Colonel William H. Ewing. better known 


jto the pioneers of Montana ns ''Uncle 
HJllly," is n native of Kentucky and is no 
ordinary war veteran, for ho began bis 
military career more than 00 years ago, 
then 30 years old, when ho entered tho 
army for tho fc?eminole Indian war. 
Ten 


years later "Uncle Billy" enlisted and 
went through the Mexican war, of which 
ho Is now n pensioner, and ho curries a 
memento of the battle of Taos in his knee 
—a Mexican bullet. 


"Uncle Billy" did not take part In tho 


war of tho rebellion, as tho breaking out 
of that war found him an owner of slaves 
on a plantation in Missouri, and he was 
in the dilemma of sympathizing with tho 
south and unable to fight against tho flag 
which ho had helped to carry and support 
so long. Ho came to Helena, bringing 
with him some of his slaves, who were 
loath to part from their former mtistor, but 
the modern conveniences for protection 
from the severity of Montana winters wcro 
bomewhat scarce in Helena in 1803-4, and 
the negroes being unable to stand the cold 
ho sent thorn to Oregon for a milder cli- 
mate. 
" Undo Billy" is as full of tho history 


of tho west as an egg is of meat. There is 
not a section of tho Uniteu States wes>t of 
tho Mississippi or north of Mexico with 
which ho is not familiar, and when in a 
reminiscent mood ho tolls many a frontier 
story of mountain and plain of intense 
interest. 


"I was all through California in 1848-9, 


and have been through there several times 
bineo. I rodo a mule once in tho early 
fifties from Sacramento down through into 
old Mexico. I have many friends in Los 
Angeles, aifcl, besides, I shall probably

MUSHROOMS. 


Bom* ot tU« I'e'cullar Varieties That Ar« 


to Be Found. 


Theio are many kinds of strange mush- 


rooms in the world. 
Thu Japanese grow 


an odiblo species 011 logs of decaying wood. 
Tribes of semisuvugos in northeast Asia 
use a species for snuff. Another variety is 
utilized by tho same people as a substitute 
for whisky, one large specimen engender- 
ing a pleasant Intoxication for a day. This 
kind is considered poisonous In Europe. 
Some puffball mushrooms possess anes- 
thetic properties wh.ou burned and have 
boon employed In this way for surgical 
operations. An edible fungus is raised in 
Naples by putting a lot of coffee grounds 
in the collar, tho mushrooms soon appear- 
ing. 
An Asiatic species Is employed for 


razor strops. It contains minute crystals 
hard enough to act upon steel. This is tho 
Polyporus squamosus. It is cut from an 
ash tree in autumn, dried, flattened in a 
press and sliced, the slices being glued 
upon wood. It was used anciently in this 
way. 


The mushroom named Polyporus sacer 


is worshiped in Africa as a god. Tho Ger- 
man tinder familiar to cigar smokers la 
made from n fungus that is beaten out and 
steeped in a solution of saltpeter. 
There 


is a species that grows on olive trees which 
is so luminous at night that one can see to 
rsad by its light. A fungus peculiar to 
wlno collars covers bottles with mold. An- 
other attacks tho corks of bottles, render- 
ing tho wine unfit to drink. Yot another 
species attacks wine casks, devouring thu 
wood nnd tho contents. 
A fungus that 


grows on tho trunks of pino trees in Cali- 
fornia weighs several pounds and is almost 
wholly composed of rosin. 
Tho pnrnsitu 


causes tho tree to secrete tho rosin in un- 
usual quantities for its support. 
It is bo 


llovcd to bo a first rate substitute for qui- 
nino for chills. The horrible smelling 
"clathrus" is believed in Franco to causa 
cancer and is called tho "cancer mush 
room" on that account. 
One kind of 


mushroom smells strongly of onion, a sec- 
ond of apricot, a third of tullow and n 
fourth of stale poultice. 
One species ol 


mushroom is utilized for making ink, an- 
other for stupefying bees, yet another for 
stanching blood and btill another by the 
Liiplnudorp for destroying bedbugs, hiiing 
smeared on tho walls nnd bedposts.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.
